Upland’s business district 
must be expanded and the 
logical path for expansion is 
on Euclid as well as in the 
area of the new Upland post 
Office site. Thus, there will 
be an east and west expan- 
sion. 

Incidentally, all other non- 
business development in this 
area might well be curtailed. 

The area east of Third Ave. 
is already zoned for business, 
but so far not much money 
has been available for in- 
vestments in that area. The 
trend, however, is toward 
Euclid. 

While many parts of Euclid 
must be preserved, the time 
is here for “opening up”’ all 
of “downtown” Euclid for 
business _ use. 

There is a demand for more 
business buildings here and 
this demand will steadily in- 
crease. For the moment, in- 
vestors in business buildings 
want Euclid. 


THE 40-ACRE ZONE 


A legal skirmish is under 
way over the zoning of 40 
acres in San Antonio canyon, 
west of Upland and south of 
16th St. 

As a general policy, the 
county supervisors have not 
permitted any “heavy indus- 
try’’ north o fFoothill Blvd. 
in an area extending from 
Upland east to Fontana. 
Zones have been changed to 
forestall such development. 
Somehow, though, a little dot 
on the zoning map in the 
canyon wash remained ‘“‘M-2’’, 
K. P. Long of Glendora, who 
wants to establish an asphalt 
; manufacturing plant, discov- 
ered the ‘‘dot’? and applied 
for a building permit. Then, 
legal wheels began to move 
fast in the courthouse. In due 
time, an emergency zoning 
ordinance was passed and Mr. 
Long has been denied a build- 
ing permit. Thus, a law suit 
to force a decision. 

It is likely the county’s pol- 
icy will prevail.
